New Y ork, January 31st.—A fre broke 
out this morning in the building formerly 
occupied by the New York World, in the 
same block with the Times building, but 
separated from it by an intervening building. 
Strenuous efforts are making to save the 
Times office, but the fire is spreading rapidly, 
and it is feared that it cannot be controlled 
short of the corner where the Times office is 
located. There ia an unconfirmed rumor of 
the loss of several lives. 
LOCATION OF THE FIBF. 
The block in which the fire is burning is an 
irregular-shaped gore. The Tribune office is 
diagonally across Nassau street from the 
Times office, and the Sun Gffice is on the up­ 
per corner of the same block with the Trib- 
The fire has been burning fiercely for 
an hour, taking hold of the top of the build­ 
ings and sending up large masses of flames. 
Irecmus Prime sends the following note to 
the Associated Press : “ The New York Ob 
server has been burned out, and this week’s 
issue will be delayed.” The Observer office 
was at 37 Park Row, in the old World build­ 
ing. There were a large number of offices, 
stores and advertising agencies in that and 
adjoining house?. 
12 o’c lo c k .—The Times buildiDC ia Raved, 
but is considerably damaged. The flames 
are confined to the Beekman street aud Park 
Row corner of the block. 
LOSS OF LIFE REPORTER. 
It is stated that four bodies were re­ 
covered in Nassau street of persons killed 
by jumping from windows. 
It is feared that 
the loss of life will be heavier than at first 
believed. The building was crowded with 
employes, and very few could have escaped 
by the stairways. 
INCIDENTS. 
An old gray haired woman W3s seen in the 
fourth story of the World building, appealing 
for help. 
Her lips were seen to move, but 
her voice could not be beard. 
All who saw 
her were horror-stricken. 
The flames raged 
about her person, igniting her hair and cloth­ 
ing. 
She fell back into the flames, and was 
not seen again. 
A young girl wearing a bine dress, who was 
cut off from the Btairs, ran to the fourth-story 
window on the Park Row side, and stood 
hesitatingly while the flames and Bmoke en­ 
circled her. 
"Ju m p ! Jum p !” shouted the 
spectators. Casting a frightened look below, 
she threw herself ont and fell on the stone 
javement. When picked up life was extinct, 
tier head had been crashed beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
A few minutes later a negro woman ap­ 
peared at the third-story window of the 
World office on the Park Row side, and also 
jumped to the sidewalk. She was badly in­ 
jured, and taken to the Chambers-street 
Hospital. 
When the woman who was killed jumped 
from the window, there were two men hang­ 
ing from window sills by their finger ends. 
The ladders were too short to reach them, 
and they were saved by firemen mou- tiog on 
one another’s shoulders, and the men let 
themeelves down by their sid. 
Men could be seen holding the hands of 
women, evidently encouraging them to calm­ 
ness. 
Three women ían on the roof and fell 
through the skylight of on9 of the northern 
buildings, receiving serious injuries. 
A bootblack at the corner of Beekman 
street and Park Row, seeing seme men en­ 
tangled in the telegraph wires adjoining the 
burning premises, climbed the pole and cut 
the wires, releasing them from their critical 
position. 
One bay leaped from the fifth story, and 
would doubtless have been killed but for the 
wires breaking his fall. 
He was hurt, but 
not dangerously. 
An express wagon, having a canvas cover- 
g, drew up under the windows, and several 
msD, who were about to leap to the ground, 
were told by the driver to jump on the wagon, 
which they did, and escaped any serions hurt. 
One young woman stood np on the window 
sill of 
the fourth story until the fire­ 
men arranged a ladder and piece of can­ 
vas, which they held at the ends and 
sides. 
When all wa9 ready she threw her 
hands straight over her head and jumped. She 
fell upon the outstretched canvass and es­ 
caped injury. 
STATEMENT OF AN OCCUPANT. 
The following statement regarding the 
origin of the fire was made by one of the oc­ 
cupants of the building: I was passing down 
the rear or Nassau street stairs of No. 37 
Park Row, and when near the foot of the 
stairs flames burst up through or near the 
elevator shaft from the basement. 
Nothing 
bad occurred indicating an explosion up to 
that moment. The flames rushed up the 
shaft like a flash of lightniDg, and almost as 
quickly np the stairway in a terrible torrent 
of fire, with a dense black smoke, which al­ 
most instantly cut off all possibility of egress. 
Passing hack through the building calling the 
alarm, I came out on the Park Row side. 
The engine room adjoins the bottom of the 
shaft, and the fire must have begun there and 
gained its impetus before any alarm was 
eiven. I fear the rapidity with which the 
flames and smoke filled the narrow stairwayB 
cut off escape for many occupants of the 
upper story. 
ESCAPE OF AN OLD MAN. 
An old gentleman with white hair got out 
of the fourth Btory window on the Beek­ 
man street side. He stood on the sill folly 
five minutes, hold on to the narrow piece 
with his hands. The flames were approach­ 
ing him, but he saw no chance of escape. 
The firemen raised a ladder but it only 
reached to the story below him. The crowd 
in the street got a tarpaulin, and a score of 
willing hands braved the dangers of the fall­ 
ing debris and cinders, and a shout went np 
plainly heard by the old gentlemaD, "Jum p ! 
jump for your life! We’ll save you”—but 
he looked at the sixty feet of distance below 
him, and conld not muster up 
courage 
enough to make the attempt. 
He turned 
forward, facing the street, ana with his hands 
behind him stood like a statne, braving 
death. 
Meantime two brave men got short 
ladders, went up a long fire ladder and held 
it up to him, and steadied it while he slowly 
climbed down. Jnst as he reached the long 
ladder the flames burst through the window 
where be stood, bat he reached the sidewalk 
in safety, amid the cheers of the crowd. 


ANOTHER STATEMENT. 
Another occupant said : I was in my office 
this morning when I smelled smoke. 
I went 
ont into the hall and saw a heavy volume of 
smoke comiDg op the hoistway.I went back into 
the office and said to two men who were there, 
" The building is on fire, and yon had better 
get ont as quick as yon can,” and grabbed 
my hat and overcoat and ran ont into the 
hall, and then the flames were rushing np the 
elevator shaft and also np the well-hole in 
the center of the building. I ran down the 
stairway on the Park-row side of the build­ 
ing, for the flames were all abont the stairs 
on the Nassan-street side, and it was impos­ 
sible to escape in that way. I am certain I 
was the last man down the stain, for I turned 
about as I reached the doorway and looked 
np the stair, and the whole entrance cf the 
building was apparently in flames. 
The 
two men 
whom 
I 
left 
in the office 
were 
named Stell and Brown. 
I am 
almost 
certain 
they perished. 
I heard 
screams on the npper floors as I ran along the 
hallway, and fully believe that ten or a dozen 
women and girls were caught on the fourth 
floor, and were unable to escape. 
I never 
saw fir? spread so quickly. There were prob­ 
ably 400 or 500 people in the building when 
the fire brcke out. 
HEROIC ACTION. 
Three men 
b a t while a lad< 
. _ 
one of the men dropped, in the hope of catch­ 
ing it, and, miming hie aim, fell to the etreet, 


appeared oa the window-sill, 
daerwae being pat in position 


his head striking the curbstone. 
He 
fatally injured. 
With the aid of a derrick and a score of 
stalwart arms, a ladder was placed directly 
under the feet of one man. He was a young 
man, and nearer the flimee. But with a dis­ 
play of bravery that called forth cheers from 
the multitudes who saw the act, he stretched 
ont his hands to the older man, and helped 
him to descend first. 
As the older man 
reached the sidewalk, his appearance was 
greeted with cheers. 
His name is A. M. 
Stewart, owner and proprietor of the Ameri­ 
can Journal. Then the ladder was shipped, 
and the hero of the fire descended. His Dame 
is Edward Moore, a compositor in the Scot­ 
tish American Journal. 
ESCAPE OF THE “ TIMES ” OFFICE. 
The fire burned through into the Times 
but did not damage the editorial-rooms. The 
composing-room was flooded with water, 
and two holes were made in the walls and 
ceiling by the firemen. Som# of the offices 
south of the Times editorial-rooms, on the 
floor above and below, were damaged by 
smoke and water. 
The walls of the Postoffice were so hot that 
the offices on the Park Row side were va­ 
cated and the heavy iron shutters closed. 
MISSING MEN—PARTIAL LIST OF LOSSES AND 
INSURANCE. 
Among the persons reported missing, and 
who are supposed to have lost their lives, are 
A. J . Todd, a patent lawyer, and his clerk, 
James H. Hunter. 
The building on the comer of Park Row 
and Beekman street was occupied by the 
New York World from 1860 until its removal 
to its new quarters a few months ago. 
I t is 
known as the Potter building, 
and was 
valued by its owner at §300,000 ; but it was 
old, and the total loss in its destruction is not 
over $200,000. It was insured for §175,000. 
Among its tenants were the New York Belt­ 
ing and Packing Company, who will proba­ 
bly be the heaviest losers. Tbeir stock was 
valued at about §150 000 : the insurance ex­ 
ceeds §100,000. 
Willy Wallacks imported a 
large amonnt of stationery, and $75 000 will 
not probably cover the I o s b on his store. 
His stock, like the property of the Scientific 
American, 
was 
insured, 
but 
in 
the 
case of the latter 
institution a heavy 
loss is 
sustained by 
private persons— 
patentees and inventors, whose models were 
in the keeping of the firm. The Scientific 
American is the property of Mann & Co., 
pateDt agents. 
The destruction of the accu­ 
mulated 
patents, models, drawings, etc., 
owned by this concern swell the amount of its 
loss to over §100,000 Competent judges sum 
up the total loss of all property, including the 
building, at aver §1,003,000. 
The number of losers is prodigious. 
It Í3 
estimated that in the innumerable offices in 
the building fully 500 men, women and boys 
found employment. A number of girls were 
employed in the two npper Btores of tke 
building, in which there were many small 
printing offices and book binderies. 
The 
Turf, Field and Farm occupied a portion of 
the burned building, and had the finest sport­ 
ing library in the country, some of the books 
being very valuable. The library was the 
property of Colonel S. B. Bruce and Leslie 
Bruce. The manuscript for the year’s stud 
book, in process of compilation, was destroyed. 
The less of the concern is put at §50,000. The 
loss of the firm of S. M. Pettingill & Co , 
advertising agents, is estimated at §200,000. 
Among the occupants not heretofore noted 
are Jacob J. Story, patent solicitor : K. Tib- 
bals, school bocks ; Butke, Fraser & Connett, 
patent solicitors. 
The total insurance is estimated at §750,­ 
000. The Secretary of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters said: The losses are scattered 
about among so’ many in urance companies 
that no single company will be much affected. 
The building has been long regarded as haz­ 
ardous, and insurance men have hesitated to 
accept large risks for the occnpants. 
PROBABLE LOSS OF LIFE. 
J. J. Gorman, President of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, says: It is impossi­ 
ble 
to 
begin 
the 
search 
for 
bodies 
now, 
and 
I 
am 
afraid 
that 
it will 
be 
hours 
before 
anything 
can 
be 
done in that direction. The ruins will be too 
hot to work among till they can be cooled by 
the streams of water now being played upon 
them, and that will require a long time. 
Then there are the standing walls to tear 
down. 
It will not be safe to commence the 
terrible work of exhumation until they are 
leveled. From all that I can learn the loss 
of life must be frightful. 
Firemen early on 
the ground inform me that about thirty 
women aDd girl were seen at the windows on 
the Park 
Row front, and 
that an in­ 
stant 
later 
the 
same 
windows 
were 
ablaze. 
This leads me to suspect that 
the number of lost Í3 larger than is generally 
believed. I shonld not be surprised to hear 
that from 60 to 75 perished. 
It is a mystery 
to many why the flames spread so rapidly, 
but I account for it by the fact that the rub­ 
ber belting stored in the cellar and on the 
first floor was 
cemented in sections by 
naphtha, and to that inflammable stuff I at­ 
tribute the rapid spread of the flames. 
A MORE HOPEFUL REPORT. 


N e w Y o r k , January 31st.—The loss of 
life, in the light of infurmation held by the 
police at 4 o’clock, promises to be much less 
than was feared. It is not thought that more 
than five or six perished. 
It has been ascer­ 
tained that the fifth or top floor was unten­ 
antable. 
Its only occupants, besides the 
janitor, were half a dozen plumbers and car­ 
penters, who were partitioning the rooms 
heretofore occupied by the World into offices. 
The workmen got ont safely, and the jm itor, 
getting bewildered, stumbled and rolled down 
stairs, which circumstance doubtless saved 
his life. There Eeetns to be no reason to 
doubt the judgment of the steadiest observers, 
that nearly all got out safely by way of the 
stairs, windows or roof. 
A CALIFORNIAN’S STORY. 
Carlos White, of the Pacific Newspaper 
Publishing Company, had an office on the 
fourth floor of the burned building. He said : 
" Yon can see I have been pretty close to the 
flimes, as my hair, beard and eyebrows are 
singed. But I early found that after my es­ 
cape from the building the fire wa3 not alto­ 
gether a surprise to me. In fact an hour or 
two before it broke out I spoke to the work­ 
men engaged in the buildiDg, and told them 
something of the tort was about to happen. 
There was something wrong with the heating 
apparatus, although I can’t say just what it 
was. 
At all events the walls about the closet 
were so hot that there was evidently danger 
of some kind.” 


n a r r o w e s c a i-e o f a n e w s p a p e r m a n . 


N f.w Y o r k , January 3lst.—Colonel Leslie 
C. Bruce, of the Turf, Field and Farm, was 
in his ofhee on the third floor when he heard 
the cry of fire. 
Fourteen persons were in his 
office, but they all got out safely by way of 
the stairs. 
Bruce stayed to throw his sub­ 
scription books into the street, and was over­ 
taken by the fire. He succeeded, however, 
in locking the safe and fled through a window. 
On the coping under the windows he crept to 
the Times building and was saved. He states 
that the loss of the Turf, Field and Farm is 
not over $25,000; not insured. His library 
cannot be replaced for §10 000. Among the 
articles burned were the rifles used by L. C. 
Bruce in the international rifle match, and 
the prizes won in his many contests. The 
paper will be issued as usual from 12 Barclay 
street 
Richard M. Tracy, one of the men who 
jumped from the third-stcry window and was 
taken to the hospital, died this afternoon. 


TENANTS OF THE BUILDING. 
The bookB containing the names of the ten­ 
ants were burned with the office. From 
memory the following list was given : New 


Brooklyn ; Joseph C. Anningham, William 
Stubbs. 
THE FIBE STILL BURNING. 
_ A t 11 to-night the ecgioee were still play­ 
ing on the ruins, which burned brightly de­ 
spite the firemen’s efforts. 
The sides tf the 
bnildiDg on Beekman and Nassau streets have 
been demolished, completely obstructing both 
streets. 
The front of the old Evening Mail 
bnildiog was scorched and blackened, and did 
not contain a sound pane of glass. The front 
piece of the Morse bnildiDg is also badly 
damaged by falling walls. 
The flames will 
hardly be extinguished until morning, and it 
will be late in the afternoon before the ruins 
will be cool enough to allow a search for the 
missing. 
The Times building was saved and the 
spread of the fire arrested by the fire-proof 
structure of the walls, the one on the sonth, 
next to the fire being four feet thick and 
twelve feet higher than that of the burned 
bnildiog. 
When it seemed impossible to 
save the Times from serious damage, offers 
of hospitality and aid iu getting ont the paper 
were aent from several neighboring establish­ 
m ent. 
Ih e proprietors of the World desire it 
stated that the fire occurred in the building 
formerly occupied by the World 
The bnild- 
ing in which the paper is now located was 
not injured. 


J0N1PERO SERRA’S GRAVE DISCOVERED. 


Quite a ripple of excitement was caused 
on onr streets last Tuesday when it was 
reported that the long-lost and much 
sought-for grave of Father Junípero Serra, 
the illustrious fonnder of this city and the 
San Carlos Mission, bad been found in the 
latter place. 
For the following particulars 
we are indebted to Rev. Father Casanova, 
parish priest of this place, who has always 
taken a deep interest in this m atter : Some 
time since Father Casanova ordered work­ 
men to clear away the rubbish, which was 
from two to three feet deep, from the floor 
of the chnrch, so that a strict search conld 
be made for the graves of the priests and 
other digni'aries buried within the walls of 
the Old Mission, and especially that of 
Junipero Serra. 
Believing that the grave 
of Serra was situated in the sanctnary, from 
a document in the possession of Father 
Casanova, which locates the spot, the work­ 
men commenced operations as near as it was 
possible to tell, right over Serra’s grave. 
After digging down 
abont 
three feet 
through accumulated dirt and rubbish, the 
pick in the hands of the workman struck 
a board, and immediately surmising that 
this was what he sought, he went to work 
carefully and uncovered several redwood 
boards set in evenly, and immediately over 
Btonrs, which evidently covered a grave. 
The coffin had been placet! in a narrow 
tomb, which was covered with stone [slabs, 
and over the slabs were the boards struck 
by the workman while digging. 
One of 
the stone slabs at the foot of the grave 
was broken, and the weight of the dirt 
and rubbish above had forced the board 
covering the slab to give way, filling the 
foot of the ooffin wish earth. 
The upper 
portion, cr head of the coffin, and contents, 
were in a splendid state of preservation 
considering the fact that they had been 
there for upwards of a century. 
Father 
Casanova says 
he 
is fully convinced 
that 
it 
íb 
the 
grave 
of 
Junipero 
Serra, 
as 
its 
location 
coincides 
ex­ 
actly with the document mentioned. 
A 
thorough examination and disinterment of 
the remains was not attem pted at the 
time of the discovery, as Mr. Casanova in­ 
tends to go on with the work and to have 
the entire floor of the Mission cleared of 
dirt, when the other graves will be opened 
and the names of each silent sleeper ascer­ 
tained. 
W hen this is accomplished, notice 
will be given, and the public will be ad­ 
mitted to view the remains of the immortal 
Junipero Serra. 
I t was reported at the 
time of his death, and believed by many to 
this day. that the remains of the eminent 
Father were taken to Spain and there bur­ 
ied. 
But Mr. Casanova disputes this, and 
lias many reasons for his belief that Juni- 
pero Serra was buried in the sanctuary of 
the Mission his own energy and perse- 
veranee had caused to be built. 
The re­ 
port that his body had been sent to Spain 
was circulated at the time, to deceive the 
Indians, who desired his bedy, and who 
would have taken it by force had they be­ 
lieved it was 
buried in the Mission.

HOW COMETS 
AFFECT 
THE 
EARTH. 


It is reassuring to learn from Professor 
Lewis Boss’ prize essay on comets, just 
published, that no serions results are ever 
likely to happen to our little planet from 
the visits to the solar system of those celes­ 
tial vagrants. 
The influence of comets 
upon the earth, he says, is in all proba­ 
bility quite insignificant. 
They may, like 
the sun, affect the earth’s magnetic condi­ 
tion, and thus to some extent, possibly, its 
meteorology. 
No such effect has ever been 
perceived. 
In spite of some chance coinci­ 
dences between the apparitions of great 
comets and remarkable public events, no 
well-informed person now believes that 
there is any real connection between them. 
By a liberal and credulous interpretation of 
any frequently occurring oelestial phe­ 
nomenon, similar coincidences conld be 
shown. 
When a comet is converted into 
meteoric bodies, which impinge upon the 
earth’s atmosphere, there is some direct 
though probably minute effect. Some have 
thought that a sensible portion of the heat 
which the earth receives is generated in 
this way ; but the weight cf scientific 
opinion seems to be against that hypothe­ 
sis. 
The impact of meteors upon our a t­ 
mosphere must add some m atter to it, and 
this is probably in the form of dust. 
This 
may be the origin of the so-called cosmic 
dust, which has been collected at sea in re­ 
cent times. 
The finer particles of it may 
have some influence on cloud formations 
and other meteorological phenomena ; but 
all this is merely conjecture. 
A more re­ 
mote effect may be sought in the possible 
fall of meteors and comets npon the sur­ 
face of the sun. 
Owing to his vast bulk, 
the sun would attract an immense number 
of these bodies ; but it is qnite certain 
that their effect upon the sun’s heat is in­ 
significant. 
It is now generally admit­ 
ted that we must look fur the origin of 
the sun’s heat in a constant, though to 
us imperceptible, shrinkage of his vast 
bulk. 
Some connection between the fre­ 
quency of sun-spots and comets has been 
rather 
vaguely 
suspected. 
Were the 
search for comets systematically pursued 
with equal persistence for a long period, 
we might have some data for the formation 
of a sound opinion. 
Y et it would still be 
an open question, whether the comets came 
the spots, or whether greater activity of 
the sun tends in some way to render comets 
brighter, so that 
more will be visible 
—with probability in favor of the latter 
supposition. 
Finally, it may be said, with 
all due respect to scientifio decorum, that 
the appearance of a great oomet does exert 
one most happv influence on the earth, in

NOT A BAD IDEA. 
TheChicago 7V<&«n«propo8e9,asapractical 
method of settling the Mormon problem, that 
the Territorial Government be withdrawn, 
and the Territory be governed as the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia is, under the laws of Con­ 
gress directly. The argument in favor of 
this plan appears to us to be cogent. 
The 
Tribune observes that it is “ direct, prompt, 
11 and thorough. It involves the exercise 
“ of no doubtful powers. It involves no 
“ interference with vested rights of prop­ 
e r ty or of religion. 
It simply requires 
“ obedience to the laws of Congress, and 
“ provides for the vigorous enforcement of 
“ those laws.” If this method was adopted 
Utah would be governed by Commission­ 
ers, with such Courts as were noeessarv, 
and a Marshal and deputies. The Mormon 
Legislature would be abolished. Polygamy 
could then be made to disqualify for politi­ 
cal rights and privileges, for jnry duty, and 
other attributeaof citizenship. The political 
influence of the Mormon Church, which has 
hitherto been its chief support, would be 
destroy ed, aud it may be regarded as cer­ 
tain that with the withdrawal of that in­ 
centive to the maintenance of polygamy 
the desire to maintain it would disappear. 
It would probably not be necessary 
to 
do 
anything more 
than this. 
Take 
away 
all 
political 
power 
from the Mormons, and the Church would 
at once cease to bo a means of controlling 
the community. In that case it might be 
possible to suspend all each legislation as 
threatened to make martyrs of lawbreak­ 
ers, and the evil might be trusted to die out 
in the course of a generation. But all the 
bills now before Congress appear to us to 
be fatally defective in that they propose to 
leave the Mormons in possession of politi­ 
cal power, and do not provide any efficient 
method for getting the laws made by Con­ 
gress into operation. Whoever supposes 
that the Mormons can be induced to follow 
the example of Mrs. Bond's ducks, and 
“ come out and be killed,” must have be­ 
stowed very little thought upon the subject. 
The Judiciary Committee of the Senato ap­ 
pears to have fallen into the familiar error 
in this regard, which is not a little discour­

SCOVILLE’S IMPUDENT APPEAL. 
There is no justification for Scoviile’s 
appeal to the public for money wherewith 
to move for a new trial for Guitean. It 
is not either desirable or right that Gui- 
teau should have another trial. He has 
been fairly tried. He has had every op­ 
portunity the law allows to defend himself. 
All the world knows that there was no 
defense to his orime, and that his trial was 
only a recognition of the rules which per­ 
mit even the most infamous to have their 
day in Ceurt. He is a self-confessed 
murderer, and he has been found guilty 
by a jury. There is no possible eicuse for 
reopening the case. The American people 
do not want it reopened. We presume 
there is not a man or woman in the coun­ 
try who does not believe that the prisoner 
ought to be hanged. Why then should 
any one give so much as a cent to help this 
villain to procure a new trial ? It would 
be easy enough to raise a million dollars in 
dimes to have him executed at once, bat 
we do not believe that there are “ cranks” 
enough in the country to throw away any 
money upon Scoville'a efforts in such a 
cause. His appeal ought to be and no 
doubt will be futile. We hope that he 
will not receive anything. Such an auda­ 
cious aud even indecent proposition is in 
truth almost equivalent to a request from 
the son of a murdered parent for funds 
wherewith to defend the assassin. 
The 
American people do cot want Gniteau to 
escape, and therefore they would be very 
foolish to pay any one to appeal his case. 
They might parody the words of Pinokney 
and say, " Millions for a halter, but not 
" one cent for an appeal.” 


It will not be possible for Mr. Gladstone 
to maintain his present position regarding 
the Russian Jews without losing repu­ 
tation as an honest man. At present he 
has laid himself open to very serious sus­ 
picions of hypocrisy and demagogism, 
and the more closely the case is examined 
the harder it is to put a dignified ex­ 
planation on hi3 conduct. All the world 
remembers with what fierceness he at­ 
tacked the Turks at the time of the 
‘ ‘ Bulgarian atrocities. ” He literally raged 
about the country, denouncing “ the un­ 
speakable Turk 
writing furious letters 
to the Tim es; making red-hot speeches; 
declaring that England ought to be the 
ally of Russia in the war against the 
Porte ; and in short conducting himself in 
a most sensational and vehement way. 
All the world remembers this, and all the 
world now knows that in the case of the 
treatment by Russia of her Jewish sub­ 
jects asecond “ Bulgarianatrocities exists ; 
and that Mr. Gladstone, whose sympa­ 
thies gushed out so freely and copiously 
towards the subjects of the Sultan, has 
actually refused to take the first step 
towards remonstrating with the Czar 
against the cruel treatment »f these poor 
people. Mr. Gladstone is a very super- 
subtle casuist, and perhaps he has been 
able to discover some difference between 
the cases of the Bulgarians and the Russian 
Jews. But the civilized world recognizes 
no such distinction, and it will say of Mr. 
Gladstone’s attitude that it shows his 
prejudices and his political cunning to 
be more potent factors in his conduct 
than humanity or honesty. 
He hag indeed involved himself in a 
very discreditable way. The man who 
went into hysterics over the Bulgarians ; 
who was so moved for them that he could 
not stop to disentangle truth from false­ 
hood even, but gave his adhesion to the 
most monstrous fictions ; who was for driv 
ing the Turks out of Europe, bag and bag 
gage; who was ready to embrace the 
Russians with absolutely Gallic effusion ; it 
is this man who now coldly turns his back 
on the sufferings of the Russian Jews, and 
though he now possesses ail the power 
which he lacked then, refuses to move a 
finger in their behalf. But in order fully 
to appreciate the shamefulness of Mr. 
Gladstone’s action we must know what it 
is that humane and liberty-loving people 
are exclaiming and protesting against in 
this connection. 
It must therefore be 
stated that the Russian Jews have during 
a period of nine months been exposed to 
far worse treatment than the Bulgarian 
Christians ever underwent, and that the 
Russian Government has done nothing to 
protect them, or to punish their persecu­ 
tors. The accounts of the persecution 
which after long delays have at length 
found their way into some of the London 
journals, are horrible. All over Russia, 
in towns as well as villages, there have 
been the most savage and cruel attacks 
upon the Jews. Murder, rape, mutilation, 
torture, robbery, starvation, flogging, 
drowning, burning alive, all this inter­ 
mingled with every possible indignity and 
insult; this is what has been visited upon 
the Jews by the brutal Russian populace, 
while the soldiers aud police have been 
looking on aud laughing at the fun. 
The narratives told by some of the suf­ 
ferers are pitiful beyond all conception, 
but there has been no pity for them in 
their own country, and Mr. Gladstone, 
whose tears fell so freely over the Bulgari­ 
ans, exhibits no emotion whatever over the 
Jews. Nay, he is so stolid and apathetic 
that though he is the head of the Govern­ 
ment he will not even countenance a 
modest and most courteous appeal to the 
humanity of the Czar, made by such men 
as the Rothschilds and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury together. He is not willing to 
countenance even that unobtrusive and 
non committal document. He proposes to 
do nothing at all. Although in the case of 
Turkey he held that all the world had a 
perfect right to interfere, in the case of 
Russia he considers that it is a question of 
domestic policy, and that no one has any 
business to intrude. Circumstances alter 
cases, no doubt, but it is seldom that so 
complete and so brazen a metamorphosis as 
this is seen, and especially in the case of a 
statesman who prides himself upon the 
morality of hia politics. We venture to 
predict that Mr. Gladstone will ruin his 
reputation and render his name a by-word 
and reproach if ho does not reconsider his 
conrse in this case. No man can so defy 
the opinion of the world with impunity. 
And as for Russia, what can be said of her 
cynical savagism ? Here is the Govern­ 
ment which felt itself called upon to go to 
war with Turkey on behalf of the Bul­ 
garians, whose sufferings it could not 
tolerate ; and now it is standing by with 
folded arms while its own subjects outdo 
the worst of the Bulgarian atrocities 
within its own dominions. The responsi­ 
bility of the Government is unfortunately 
but too clear. Specific instances are al­ 
leged in which the protection of the troops 
was distinctly refused, and in which they 
were actually so drawn up as to prevent 
the Jewish victims from defending them­ 
selves. Indeed nothing more is needed 
than the Government propositions for the 
future disposition of the question to prove 
the malignity which is felt in high quarters 
towards these people. Of course the ex­ 
planation is plain. The Jews have been 
offered as a sop to the mob, in the hopo 
that Nihilism would exhaust its fury upon 
them. It ha3 been a piece of cowardly 
policy from the first, but the country' that 
has been guilty of the infamy mnst not 
again be Bpoken of as fit to rank with civ­ 
ilized powers. Russia is not a civilized 
power. Her nobles are half barbarians, 
her Government is savage, her populace is 
untamed. And the English rnler who has 
so pinned his faith to this Northern horde 
of savages that he cannot afford, in his own 
opinion, to do justice when it involves the 
administration of a rebnke to his ignoble 
friends, will assuredly be compelled either 
to abandon that position, or to abdicate the 
post of an honorable Christian statesman. 


PROTECTION ON THE DEFENSIVE. 
It is very evident that the people are be­ 
coming more alive to the abase of the pres­ 
ent tariff system every day, and that the 
politicians will not be able to slur over the 
matter as they have done in times past, 
when the work of platform-making begins 
again. The West ¡3 examining this ques­ 
tion quite thoroughly, and Protection is put 
on the defensive, and the defense is so im­ 
possible that every time it is pressed into a 
corner it declares itself willing to stand 
large abatements. The idea that the Re­ 
publican party can be relied upon to uphold 
the Protection system, which has prevailed 
ever since the war, is becoming less fixed, 
even in the centers of Protectionism. The 
Pennsylvania Republicans are beginning to 
find this out, to their great alarm, and in 
their apprehension they have been foolish 
enough to make threats, as for instance 
that those who did not support Protection 
would be driven cut of the party. Now 
there never was a time when it wa3 more 


unsafe to make threats of that kind, for 
while the believers in Free Trade do not 
care at all wl at becomes of the Protec­ 
tionists, they propose to have at least as 
much to say as the latter as to who shall 
dictate the policy of the party hereafter. 
And what may come of an attempt 
to 
force 
such 
an issue as this 
within the party, the New York Times 
in a recent article thus suggests: 
“ If the question of the maintenance of 
“ the present tariff should ever become a 
“ clear aud well-defiued issue, as it very 
“ well may if the extremists insist on com- 
“ mitting the whole Republican party to 
“ it, we suspect that the verdict of the 
“ country would bo very different from 
“ that which they now pretend was ren- 
“ dered at the late Presidential election. 
“ The tariff is so partial, so corrupted 
“ with the most flagrant favoritism, so 
“ oppressive to extensive and important 
“ interests, so shaped by a comparatively 
“ small number of wealthy monopolies, 
“ that it will never stand the crucial test 
“ of a close yea and nay vote. 
If its 
“ advocates arc wise they will not 
“ press the matter so far as that." B«t 
no matter what its advocates may do, its 
opponents, who are gathering strength every 
day, and winning now converts to the 
doctrine of free trade, do not intend to 
let the matter rest long as it is. The Pro­ 
tectionists will no doubt be very glad if 
they can secure immunity from attack, 
in a little while, but this is much more 
than will be conceded them. They must, 
in fact, prepare to make very large con­ 
cessions in the way of tariff reform, and 
even then they must understand that 
more is to be demanded presently. For 
when reform is once organized there can 
be no further security for the classes that 
have sc long been plundering the producers.

LAST NIGHTS DI3PATCHE3 TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


THE WHEAT-G AMBLING PROJECT. 
The San Francisco papers have for the 
most part with characteristic cowardice 
allowed themselves to be bullied by the 
gamblers, and given in their adhesion to 
the new proposition for gambling in wheat. 
Some of the so-called commercial journals 
have even gone so far as to print long de­ 
fenses of the scheme. We are, however, 
glad to observe that one commercial paper 
at least, namely the Merchant, does not 
fall into the same rut, but speaks the 
truth plainly, in the following remarks : 
“ It is clear to everyone that swapping- 
“ Jack-knives or selling wheat back- 
“ wards and forwards between brokers and 
“ speculators cannot raise the ultimate 
“ value in Europe one cent. But all this 
“ would cost money ; brokers are expensive 
“ fellows, and spend more coin on pleasure 
“ in a day than farmers do in a month. If 
“ their expenses do not come out of the 
“ European consumers they mu3t come out 
“ of the gambling public or the farmers, 
“ or both. The farmer will have to pay 
“ eventually the larger share of the shot ; 
“ that is, while he works hard and lives 
“ plainly the brokers will smoke two-bit 
“ cigars, dine at the Maison Doree, and 
“ drive by moonlight to the Cliff 
" House, aud the farmers’ returns will 
“ be mulcted for the cost of these ex- 
“ travagances. Further, if this system of 
“ ‘ puts and calls ’ is inaugurated the 
“ farmers will more than ever, in Conven- 
“ tions and Legislatures, and everywhere 
"else, and with reason, show their hatred 
“ for San Francisco and all San Francis- 
“ cans.” There can be no donbt that this 
is trae. The farmers have had too much 
ground for believing that San Francisco 
harbors an element which has determined 
to live without work, upon their industry. 
This is what the commission men and 
brokers do. They are non-producers, and 
the facilities which they pretend to furnish 
are to a great extent fictitious. The truth 
is that the middlemen, as a rule, are a class 
of men who are too lazy to earn their own 
living honestly, aud who therefore under­ 
take to make the producers support them. 
The wheat gamblers are the worst of 
all the middlemen, however. The business 
in which they are engaged possesses no 
commercial value or utility whatever. 
The pretense that it will afford a better 
market f«r the farmers is most impudently 
false. It will make the market worse for 
the farmers in all respects, for what it 
aims at íb the fleecing of the farmers. 
Where are the profits of the wheat 
gamblers to coma from ? 
Assuredly 
the gamblers do not expect to create 
any new value. These profits must come 
from one of two sources : the pockets of 
the producera; the pockets of the specula­ 
tive public. The gambling brokers propose 
to stand between these two classes and 
plunder them both indiscriminately, and 
this is the wonderful scheme to the sup­ 
port of which the farmers are invited to 
advance. The plan is in plain talk neither 
more nor less than a desperate attempt to 
secure a new hold on the wheat market by 
these speculators, who at last realize that 
their old vantage-ground is about to disap­ 
pear. These stranded middlemen have 
joined hands with the out-at-elbow habi­ 
tues of “ Pauper Allej',” aud the two have 
concocted the new “ Produce Exchange ” as 
a patent method for stripping the Simple 
Granger. If the latter walks into the 
Parlor which the San Francisco Spider has 
thus prepared, however, he will deserve to 
furnish a dinner for his treacherous host. 
We have given him fair and full warning, 
and if now he allows himself to be hood­ 
winked, he will have only his own stu­ 
pidity to complain of.

LOCAL jNÍELLICENCE. 


WJ3 IT INSHHCT? 
Was it insticcb, or a qrade of intelligence 
approaching reason of the higher order, that 
moved a dog to that strange act in a J street 
store the other day ? His master has, at this 
season, valentines for sale, and naturally the 
boya of the Btreet are attracted by those of 
the comic order, and mis3 no opportunity to 
examine them. The merchant is the owner 
of a remarkably fine specimen of the crossed 
St. Bernard and Newfoundland dog. The 
animal has had no special training, and has 
not been taught to watch, or to know anything 
about property ownership; but it has 
been permitted to vUit the store fre­ 
quently, and has undoubtedly noticed 
that people are entitled to remove from 
the establiskment whatever a salesman hands 
to them, or permits them to take—and it may 
be reasoned in the same way, that the dog 
has worked out to his own satisfaction that 
whatever is removed without delivery being 
made by an attache of the store, is removed 
improperly, and that all good dogs should 
resist all Buch eff rts. Certain it is that the 
other day the dog acted upon that line of 
reasoning, if reason it is whan manifested in 
one of the lower order of animals. A group 
of boys came into the store to examine the 
valentines displayed on the coanters in tempt­ 
ing array. They were a rather rough-looking 
lot, and as soon aB he could leaveother customers 
the merchant hastened toward the boys. The 
dog was lying upon the floor near them. The 
boys soon concluded that they did not want 
to purchase, and were abont to retire, when 
the dog arose, barred their passage to the 
door, and growled threateningly. This sur­ 
prised the Eile-m m, who had never be­ 
fore known the animal to show any dis­ 
position to attack a person without apuarent 
provocation. He accordingly spoke sharply 
to the dog, and on his still continuing to 
menace the boys, and show by his manner 
that he was opposed to their departure from 
the room, his in ister ordered him to the back 
part of the store, and started to enforce his 
order, when he espied a package of valentines 
sticking from the pocket of one of the boys. 
He immediately seized the youngster, aDd 
searched him, and as a result found that he 
had stolen and stored away abont his person 
a good supply of the tempting valentines. 
On the property being taken from the boy, 
the dog appeared to be perfectly satisfied, 
and gave the matter no further concern. It 
would be a work entirely without successful 
results for any one to attempt to convince 
that merchant that the dog did not know, 
when the boy etole the valentines, that he 
was stealing, and that it was its duty, as a 
faithful servant of a kind master, to do all in 
his power to prevent the loss of his property. 
And who shall say that he is not right? 
P olice Court.—Andy Walker, arraigned 
on two charges of battery, entered a plea of 
guilty in both cases, and was ordered to ap­ 
pear for sentence Wednesday, when the na­ 
ture of the offenses will be inquired into. 
John Klaum and Charles Adam3 filed cross 
complaints against each other on charges of 
battery. The defendants were old friends 
and neighbors in Germany. Klaum had a re­ 
ception and ball at his residence Saturday 
evening, and invited Adams to partake of his 
hospitality. The latter, discovering on his 
arrival that nothing esthetic in the way of 
drinkables had been provided for the ban­ 
quet, generously sent a messenger for a keg of 
beer and a bottle of whisky. The dance went 
on, but somehow the malt and rye got mixed, 
and the two friends fell into a dispute iu ref­ 
erence to the merits of the orchestra, which 
consisted of one piece, an accordeon, 
iu the brawny hands of a German 
youth. Both defendants came out of 
the 
affray 
without a scratch, but 
succeeded in smashing the musical instru­ 
ment. This fact was no doubt an incentive 
in the mind of the Court to deal leniently 
with the disputants. They were each fiued 
52 50, and allowed to go forth to renew their 
former friendly relations. The case of Delia 
Lawson, accused of disturbing the peace, was 
continued till Thursday. Delia’s face has 
become quite familiar in the Police Court. 
Lillie O’Neil was tried and found not guilty 
of petit larceny. Ah Fung Toy, defaulting 
creditor, continued by consent to Thursday. 
The case of Robert Brock, accused of ma­ 
licious mischief, was taken up out of regular 
order, and upon hearing the statement of 
Chief Karcher, to the effect that the arrest 
of defendant was made under a misapprehen­ 
sion of facts, the charge was dismissed. 
Prom ised to Reform .—A verdant youth 
from Placer county appeared yesterday iu 
the Police Court as prosecuting witness in a 
case where Lillie O’Neil was charged with 
the crime of petit larceny. He told the 
Court bis little story about visiting the dis­ 
reputable parlors cf the frail one, and how 
he got into a dispute with her abont money 
matters, all of which riifHjd his feeling and 
induced him to seek redress by tiling a com­ 
plaint iu Court. As there was no evidence of 
larceuy the defendant was discharged and 
the yonth with a disappointed air started to 
leave ths witness stand. Judge Henry, how­ 
ever, iDvited him to remain a moment longer, 
and then proceeded to give him a lashicg on 
the subject of morality, that made the 
blushes of shame burn his cheeks before the 
crowd of spectators present. He promised 
to return to his rural home and not to visit 
the city again except on honoiable and legiti­ 
mate business. 
All Ha il!—At 2:20 P. M. yesterday a 
heavy hail-storm coming from the north set 
in, and sent the frozen drops bouncing along 
the streets and rattling over the roofs at a 
lively rate. All the while the sun was shin­ 
ing brightly, and the effect produced was 
beautiful to the eye. The shower lasted six 
minutes The pellets averaged the size of a 
pea. Fifteen minutes later a heavier fall of 
hail began, and continued four minutes, the 
hailstones being three times the size of those 
that first fell. For very young Californians 
these showers were revelations of wonders in­ 
deed. The small boy improved the occasion 
to the full in scooping np the frozen and 
snowy particles, and doing his best to pre­ 
serve them from the Bpeedy dissolution they 
met with. 
Poucs Court F ixes.—In the Police Court, 
for two years ending January 1, 1882, 2,980 
cases have been disposed of—an average of 
five cases per day lor Court days. Amount 
of fines imposed during the fame period, 
$20,767; amount of fices collected and paid 
into the city treasury, $3,720 50, which last 
sum is $120 50 in excess of the salary of the 
Police Judge for the two years. A great 
proportion of the fines are worked out in the 
chain-gang, an institution which has done 
much good work on the streets and alleys in 
and about public parks and buildings, and 
whieh has no doubt been instrumental in rid­ 
ding the city of many vagrants and vile char­ 
acters. 
Bap.ge Snagged.—While being towed to 
this city with a load of wheat last Saturday, 
the barge Allen struck against a Bnag at what 
is known as the Seven-mile House Bend, 
above Colusa, and sank. Fortunately the 
beat grounded on a bar, and the grain es­ 
caped damage by the water. The steamer 
San Josquiu No. 3 was sent to the barge’s re­ 
lief, and came down ilonday night with the 
wheat.

Sir Henry Parkee, Premier of New South 
Wales, accompanied by his daughter and Mr. 
Lord of the London Standard, arrived here 
from San Francisco yesterday noon in a 
special car. He was escorted to tne city by 
Governor Perkins, and Alexander Badlam of 
San Francisco, and met at the depot by 
Mayor Brown, Secretary of State Earns, 
Albert Hart, Secretary to the Governor, and 
Superintendent Pratt. The Govern- r, in 
order to do duo honcr to the distinguished 
visitor from a country which has such clo.-e 
commercial and friendly relatioils with cur. 
own, called upon a few gentlemen to aBcist him 
in entertaining. The party which sat down at 
luncheon with the Premier and his party at 
the Golden Eagle atl p. M. therefore, consist­ 
ing of Governor Perkins, Mayor Brown and 
wife, Secretary of State Burns and wife, 
Adjutant-General Backus, Mrs. Wm. Beck­ 
man. Wm. H. Mills, Albert Hart, Judge S. 
C. Denson, Geo. F. Parsons, John F. Shee­ 
han and Alex. Badlam. After luncheon the 
resident guests of the Governor accompanied 
the visitors on a visit to the railroad shops, 
where Master Mechanic Stevens, Superin­ 
tendent Pratt and Master Gar Builder 
Welch received the party and conducted 
them through the works. The visitors were 
then shown through the Capitol building, 
ar.d visited other points of interest in 
and about the city. At 5 o’clock the 
pirty as named at luncheon—with the 
exception of Governor Perkins, who 
was compelled to return to San Francisco 
by the afternoon train, and excepting Mr. 
Badlam, and reinforced by the presence of 
Miss Kate Lee, of Sydney, Australia—sat 
down to dinner at the Golden Eagle. Mr. 
Hart, in behalf of the Governor as host, pre­ 
sided at the head of the table, with the 
senior guest and his daughter upon his right 
and left hand respectively, while Mr. Burns 
Í‘resided at the foot of the table, with Mr. 
jird at his side. At the conclusion of the 
dinner the company escorted the visitors to 
their car, and they left for the East 
by the overland express. Sir Henry 
Parkes received his title as an act of 
courtesy. 
He is a commoner, a man 
advanced in years, of broad intelli­ 
gence, and close and practiced observant 
powers. In his earlier years he was a¡prac- 
tical journalist, and has the most profound 
respect for the profession. He came to Cali­ 
fornia by steamer from Australia, crosses this 
continent to enable him to visit the States of 
the American Union, and goes thence to En­ 
gland, from whence, after revisiting his old 
home, he will return by the Eastern route to 
New South Wales. He was found to be a 
very genial and companionable gentleman, 
and to be much interested in this people. Ha 
has a great admiration for Longfellow, the 
poet, and one of the chief things he proposes 
to accomplish in this his first trip to the 
United States is to visit him. He says he 
has a strong desire to make the acquaintance 
also of one other especially distinguished 
American—General U. S. Grant—and pro­ 
poses to do so on his arrival in the East. Mr. 
Lord, who met the party in San Francisco, 
came oat from England for that purpose, as 
the spe.ial representative of the Loudon 
Standard, He impressed those who met him 
as a cultured and thoroughly-informed gen­ 
tleman, of Very prepossessing ahd genial 
manner. The members of the party ex­ 
pressed themselves as much pleased with 
what they bad been able to see of California, 
and were sincere in their acknowledgment of 
the courtesies shown them by the Governor 
and his party on their visit to (he capital of

THE WEATHER. 


AN INS4NE PAPER. 


A heavy snow-storm commenced on the 
mountains at an early hour yesterday morn­ 
ing and continued throughout the day. The 
snow did not fall so heavily along the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad but that the snow­ 
plows could keep the road clear. The average 
snowfall between Colfax and Truckee has 
been about 18 inches. 
In consequence of a heavy fall of snow on 
the line of the Nevada County Narrow-gauge 
road, the train from Nevada City and Grass 
Valley did not connect with the swing tram, 
due here at 11:35 a. m , yesterday, despite the 
fact that tha latter was held at Colfax forty 
minutes, making it late in arriving at Sacra­ 
mento. The train over the Narrow-gauge 
got into Colfax, however, at 10 a. m., and 
passengers for the west by it will come 
through on the overland express, which ar­ 
rives here at 6:30 A. M. to-day. 
It also rained along the line of the Western 
Division and the Sacramento and Placerville 
road, the fall being about the same as that in 
this city. 
On the California Pacific and Northern 
branches it also rained at all places, the fall 
being from .33 to .06 of an inch. 
At points along the line of the California 
and Oregon road, between Sacramento and 
Redding, the fall amounted from a quarter of 
an inch to .05 cf an inch at the various 
places. 
_ 
In Sacramento rain commenced falling at 
an early hour yesterday, and continued to de­ 
scend till about 9 o’clock, when the clouds 
broke somewhat, the wind shifted to the 
northwest, was fresh and cold, and there 
were occasional glimpses of the sun. Shortly 
after 2 o’clock, and while the sun was Bhining 
brightly, there was a very lively hail storm in 
this vicinity, which lasted some five minutes. 
Then the clouds again obscured the sun, the 
weather moderated, and the indications were 
favorable for more rain. Shortly before 3 
o’clock the clouds again broke, the Bun again 
peeped out, and for some ten minutes there 
was another heavy storm of hail, the stones 
which fell being nearly half an inch in dia­ 
meter.

At noon the river was at the 11 foot 10 inch 
mark—a fail of three inches during the previ­ 
ous 24 hours. ____________ 
New U niform s.—The Sacramento|Hussars 
have in contemplation the purchasing of new 
uniforms for that command. Captain Ruh- 
staffer has received from San Francisco a 
sample suit of the regulation uniforms for 
cavalry of the United States Army, and it 
is expected that this will be adopted at the 
next meeting of the company as the new 
dress of the Hussars. It will cost the com- 
panyabont $2,000 to provide themselves with 
the new outfit, as the materials are of excel­ 
lent quality.

Smoking Prohibited.—In accordance with 
instructions from the State Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, the Directors of the Central Pacific 
have issued orders that hereafter no smokiDg 
will be allowed in second-class cars between 
Sacramento and San Francisco, and conduct­ 
ors have been notified to see that the order is 
enforced. On the overland and local express 
trains, however, there will be attached a car 
as usual, in which tiret-clas3 passengers can 
retire and smoke at will. 
Record of Sergeant Barwick. — The 
rainfall during yesterday morning was .25 of 
an inch. During the hail-storm in the after­ 
noon it was .15 of an inch—a total of .40 
of an inch, 8.89 inches for the season, 18 
inches for the season of 1880, 7 98 inches for 
1879. 5 01 inches for 1878, and 12 49 inches 
for 1877. Average for five seasons, 10.47 
inches. Deficiency so far this season over 
average for five years past is 1.58 inches.

Some three years ago a printer resided in this 
city named J. B. Donovan. He was a young 
man of considerable experience about news­ 
paper f fficee, and was a very well-informed 
man. Oae day he went down to Alameda to 
visit a sister, and while there met with nn acci­ 
dent—a fall, and a consequent blow on the 
head. The result was that bis condition socn 
after necessitated his being sent for treatment 
to the Insane Asylum at Napa, where he has 
been ever since. During Lis residence there 
he has devoted most of his time to matters 
connected with his trade, in which ha is ad­ 
mittedly skilled. Soma months ago he re­ 
solved to issue in the asylum a newspaper, 
but having neither type, press nor othei 
furnishings necessary to the printing of the 
paper, he was compelled to issue his j >urnal 
on writing paper, and to do all the printing 
with a pen. This laborious task he accom­ 
plished by the exercise of the most untiring 
patience. His little “ pen-journal ” was euch 
a success that it soon attracted attention on 
the outside, and the insane patient’s work 
was in large demand. So g: eat was the desire 
to see it, that he (Donovan) finally undertook 
the labor of making more copies of his pen- 
paper, and with phenomenal patience i surd 
several numbers. 
The paper was so 
well edited, aDd such a desirable break 
in the monotony of asylum life, that 
steps were set on foot to procure for 
Donovan an 
outfit suitable for the 
proper issuance of his j ournal after the mancar 
of other papers. Tnese efforta wero entirely 
successful, and a neat dress for a small paper 
was procured, together with an “ army 
press,” office furniture, etc. On the 21st of 
January Mr. Donovan issued the first num­ 
ber (in priet) of the Asi/lum Appeal, and on 
the 28th he issued the second number. Both 
of these have been received at this office and 
examined with curious interest. The paper is 
a very presentable sheet, and nothing appears 
on its face, beyond its name and date-line, to 
indicate that it is the work of an inmate of an 
asylum for the insane. Tae matter is well 
chosen, clearly written, newsy and occasion­ 
ally witty, and is marked by an easy manner 
that speaks of entire confidence and of per­ 
fect self-reliance. The editorials are dignified, 
critical, and on the subject of insanity are 
philosophical. The descriptions, accounts of 
locil matters, etc., are concise, plainly writ­ 
ten and interesting. There are maDy sheets 
issued in the land which do cot bear the 
marks of as good work, either typograph­ 
ically or in the higher departments. The 
paper is, in short, an excellent local journal, 
and it is learned that the officers at the asy­ 
lum are especially proud of it. Several of 
the patients in the asylum have creditable 
articles in the journal. It is a four-page 
paper, with three broad columns to each 
page, anil the proprietor, editor, publisher, 
printer and business manager asks for his 
handsome little sheet, which is istued weekly', 
the sum of $2 per year. In one of the num­ 
bers under examination Donovan returns his 
thanks to friends in Sacramento for kindly 
aid rendered him in his peculiar enterprise.

KEARNEY AGAIN IS THE POLITICAL TRACES, 
Tl.is evening Denis Kearney, at Pixley 
Hull, organized the first branch of the Work­ 
ingmen’s Club of the Twelfth Ward. Sixty 
members signed the rol!, and the following 
were elected officers: William Wright, 
President; Isaac Fish, Secretary; P. llyder, 
Treasurer. Kearney addressed the meeting 
at length, and urged those present to organ­ 
ize and agitate the Chinese question, so that 
Congress may be foroed into passing a bill to 
give the people of the Pacific coast some re­ 
lief, and check the tide of Chinese immigra­ 
tion.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
The horse-cars of the CLy-street Railway 
have been permanently withdrawn from the 
line.The trip of the Three Brothers to Antwerp 
in 105 days from San Francisco shows that 
Bho speeds as well under the British as under 
the American flag. 
There are now less than 50,000 tons of ton­ 
nage in this port under engagement fur wheat. 
This is the smallest quantity thus engaged in 
upwards of a year. 
TheHaotingsLaw College has selected Miss 
Mary McHenry, Jcseph Hutchinson and Ed­ 
ward Harrison to represent it in the Univer­ 
sity Commencement exercises. 
The passage of the Ericsson from Shanghai 
to Victoria in 28 days is said to have been 
beaten by the schooner Excelsior, which made 
the trip ia 20 days in February, 1878. 
The Health Officer states that n’o case of 
smali-pox has bten reported since Friday. 
The last person who was reported as suffering 
from the disease contracted íb still in quaran­ 
tine near the State line. The fact that small­ 
pox is thus abating may be traced to the pro­ 
cautions taken by vaccination. 
Michael Fitzpatrick Tuesday morning was 
wounded in the neck by a pistol shot fired in 
Sullivan’s alley by some one unknown. He 
says he had no trouble with any one. rrd 
thinks a highbinder shot him by mi,!ike. 
Fitzpatrick ia not seriously injured. He 
can.e from the Eagls Salt Works, Nevada, 
on Monday, is 34 years old, and is a boiler 
maker by trade. 
Albert T. Rich, first officer of the Ameri­ 
can ihip William G. Davis, was ar:e-ited 
Monday by the Marshal for beating and 
wounding Frederick Sens, a seaman, on the 
4th instant, while on a voyage from Cardiff, 
Wales, to this port. ' The grievance is the old 
story of the seaman not obeying an order 
with the alacrity desired by the i fficer. The 
examination is set for to-morrow. 
The Italian Consul has notified the police 
authorities that he believes Gincimo Cor- 
fuglia and Guiseppi Costa are illegally re­ 
strained of their liberty on board cf the 
whaling bark Coral, lying off Beale-street 
wharf. The Consul’s information is that ono 
of the men, who boarded at 314 Pacific street, 
was visited on Saturday by a man in a buggy, 
who offered him employment in a garden in 
Alameda. The Italian accepted the offer, 
and in some manner was induced to enter the 
buggy, which was then driven off. Two 
hours later the performance was repeated 
with the eecoud ItaliaD, who resided in the 
Helvetia Hotel. Neither took his baggage 
with him, and neither has since returned to 
his lodgiugs. TheConsnl subsequently learned 
of their presence on board the Coral, and nlso 
received information leading to the belief 
that they had been “ shanghaed.” An officer 
was detailed to investigate the matter, 
William McMann, formerly President of 
the Coal Dealers’ Protective Union, was 
fined $50 Monday by the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the Union for selling cosl below tched- 
ule rates. Some months ago Mr. MoMann, 
having, as he claimed, found that the Union 
was riot a protective body, but that it merely 
allowed some unscrupulous persons to enrich 
themselves at the expense of the conscien­ 
tious withdrew from the Union and reduced 
his prices. The contract between the whole­ 
sale coal dealers and (he retail coal dealers 
provides that the wholesale man shall net 
sell coal to any dealer who has been reported 
against by the retailers’ Union. As Mc- 
Maun was openly selling coal much below 
the schedule of the UnioD, a complaint was 
lodged against him, and yesterday his case 
v.’ca tried, with the result stated. He refused 
to pay the fine, and cited instances to ( rove 
that the Union had rot enforced its author­ 
ity, but that in some cases firms had kept 
aloof from the Union and profited immensely 
thereby. As McMann’s case is notoriously a 
test one, the sequel will bs of great interest 
to th9 trade. 
The main question in the appeal case of 
Wedel vs. Herman to the Supreme Court was 
whether a defective certificate of acknowledg­ 
ment to the deed of a married woman, pui- 
porting to transfer her separate real prop­ 
erty, can be reformed in a Court of equity. 
The Court vouchsafes to answer that her 
deed thus executed and acknowledged may 
be valid, though defectively certified. The 
embodiment of the fact of acknowledgment 
in the form of the certificate, prescribed by 
law, devolves upon the officer who has taken 
the proof of it and not upon the party making 
it. In takirg the acknowledgment the offi­ 
cer acts judicially; and, if he blunders in 
certifying to an acknowledgment made, or 
makes a defective or falsa certificate, he can­ 
not alter or amend it, because, after taking 
the acknowledgment and delivering the re­ 
turn, his functions cease and he is discharged 
from all further authority. But what he 
cannot do may now be done by a Court of 
equity, for, by Seclim 1202 of the Civil Code, 
jurisdiction to correct a defective certificate 
of acknow ledgment properly made has been 
conferred upon the Superior Ceurt. The 
decisisn also affirms ths principle that when 
a defendant answers the complaint and goes 
to trial upon the issues made by the plead­ 
ings in the case, and judgment is rendered 
against him, be cannot, on appeal from the 
judgment, avail himself of deftcts in the com­ 
plaint which might have been reached by 
special demurrer and corrected in the Court 
below. 
Six weeks ago the Southern Pacific express 
brought to this city from Arizona Maj ir R. 
C. McCoy, a gentleman about 50 years of age, 
and an ex-officer in the Confederate army. 
While in Arizona the Major became inter­ 
ested in some mining property, and came to 
this city to sell it. This he iound impossible 
to do, and day after day his funds grew less, 
until his last dollar was spent. Having no 
friends nor acquaintances in this city, and be­ 
ing too proud to ask assistance of strangers, 
he walked the streets by night, subsisting off 
of scanty meals of bread and water obtained 
at long intervals. This meager diet, with 
sleepless nights spent upon the streets, soon 
told on his corsrituticn, and last Tuesday 
night, when almost too weak to stand, he 
went to the Pacific Lodging-houBe on Leide-’- 
dorff street, and, with his last twenty-fiv - 
cent piece, purchased a bed. During the 
night he was seized with a severe attack of 
pleuro-pncumonia. Dr. Riwell of Kearny 
street, bearing of the case early on Wednes­ 
day morning, visited the unfortunate man. 
Upon tha doctor’s arrival the landlord in­ 
serted on the payment of rent, and threat­ 
ened if it were not furthcoming to turn the 
unfortunate out of the house. . The physi­ 
cian remonstrated with tha proprietor, and 
informed him that it would be cert ain death to 
the stranger if he 6honld be removed, but 
without avail. Knowledge of the case was 
bn. ught to several gentlemen, who paid the 
rent cf the room up to Monday, and gave the 
Major every care end attention. Last even­ 
ing one of the gentlemen, thinking it would 
be- safe to remove the patient to more com­ 
fortable quarters, prepared a room in his own 
residence, and the sick man woe taken to the 
house, where he died immediately after his 
arrival.

The Jacksonville (Oregon) City Council 
has pissed a curfew ordiuance, and boys 
under IS must hereafter retire from the 
streets at a seasonable hour, under pain of 
arrest and fine. 
The minus on old Battle mountain, say's 
the Free Press, are comiDg into notice. 
Messrs. Gilmer and Salisbury are purchas­ 
ing some of the ores of that district, and 
will ship them to their mill near Eureka. 
Sixty-five dollars toll was collected on 
the Colusa bridge, over the Sacramento 
river, the first week it was opened for busi­ 
ness. This is at the rate of $3 380 per 
annum—pretty fair interest on $18,000, 
which is about what the structure coat. 
Out of the assessed property of Hum­ 
boldt county, which appears on the assess­ 
ment roll to be $6.239,452, and the rate 
levied being $2, making a total tax to bo 
collected of $124,7S9 45, there only re­ 
mains delinquent the sum of $4,770 40. 
The camels Bet adrift in the Arizona des­ 
erts about twenty-five years ago have 
greatly increased in numbers, and have 
grown to a very large size. The Indians, 
whose liorscB are frightened by them, are 
capturing these camels and selling them to 
menageries for trilling sums. 
Quite a number of practical and wide­ 
awake quartz prospectors from other coun­ 
ties have lately came to Shasta to hunt for 
quartz, and several of them have told us 
that the miuiDg interest of this county is 
attracting considerable attention among 
mining men and capitalists below.—[Snasta 
Courier. 
The people of Benicia are taking steps 
looking to the repair and improvement of 
the Sulphur Spriugs valley road. The 
New Era claims that its present condition 
is a great detriment to the interests of their 
town, and calls upon the merchants to sub­ 
scribe liberally’.

Theie have Leca four cases of scarlet 
fever at Jacksonville, Oregon, in the fami­ 
lies of I. W. Berry, Robt. Kahler and Mr. 
Oglesby, one case, that of Mr. Berry’s 
little child, terminating fatally. The di­ 
rectors of the public school at once took 
mi aaurc-s to prevent the spread of the dread 
disease by adj mrning the sohool for cue 
week, until it c. u’.d be ascertained whether 
the fever would make its appearance out­ 
side of the families mentioned. 
The Boise Statesman states that an offi­ 
cer of the army who has every opportunity 
of knowledge, writes to a friend in Boise 
City that orders will soon be issued by the 
War Department directing the Fifth and 
Twenty-first Infantry Regiments to ex­ 
change stations. The Fifth is General 
Miles’ old regiment, and is at present sta­ 
tioned at Fort Keogh, D. T., a sixteen- 
company post. The Twenty-first Regi- 
meut has been in the Department of the 
Columbia for several years, Company A 
being stationed at Boise barracks. 
M. Lavelle has Bhown to the Visalia 
Delta what is evidently a specimen of rich 
magnetic ore, obtained from his mine on 
the Main Kaweah, twenty-eight miles from 
Visalia, on the Mineral King road. The 
ledge ia a large body of solid ore of great 
richness, and from appearances it is prac­ 
tically inexhaustible. He has sent the 
specimen away to be asrayed. Some time 
ago tho State Mineralogist informed him 
that the discovery cf magnetic oro would 
he an important fact, as it is from such ore 
that the beat steol is manufactured. The 
ore readily adheres to a magnet. 
As magnificent a piece of scenery as we 
are ofteu allowed to behold was to be seen 
on the mountains across the lake a day cr 
two this week. During Monday night the 
snow had fallen quite heavily toward the 
summits, and the following day, as the 
clouds cleared away, leaving a few linger­ 
ing mists like feathery shrouds arou.id tfieir 
peaks, and the sun shone out in crys­ 
tal splendor, it displayed a panorama of 
magnificence that the artist might search 
the world over and fail to find its equal. 
We regard such scenes here as very ordi­ 
nary, indeed, because they are of such fre- 
queut occurrence, and yet when the truth is 
known, very few places in the world afford 
a more magnificent scope of natural scenery.

United M tlM Stout». 
WABHIKOTOK. January 31st. — Windotn, 
from tbe Committee on Foreign Relation* 
reported a resolution requesting the Presi­ 
dent to transm it all correspondence between 
the United States nod the diplomatic agen­ 
cies accredited to the republics of Mexico 
and Guatemala since January 1. 1881, and 
any other information in his possession in re­ 
gard to the foreign relations of ths United 
States with each and both of said countries, 
or their relations w ith each other. 
Adopted. 
A t 1:25 the Senate returned consideration 
of the Sherman tbree-per cent. bilL 
A t 2:26, after a discussion, in which H aw ­ 
ley and Ingalls were the principal partici­ 
pants, the Senate rejected the V est amend­ 
m ent—ayes 28, noee 38. 
Plum b’s amendment was then agreed to­ 
nyes 33, noes 29. 
After an executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
H s is r or R epresentatives. 
W asrikgton, Janusry 31st.—Springer of­ 
fered a resolution requesting the President to 
obtain a list of American citizens in English 
prisonB. 
After an animated and meaningless discus­ 
sion, the resolution was adopted. 
Tne Speaker stated the regular order to be 
the question of reference of the joint resolu­ 
tion introduced some weeks ago by Robeson 
of New Jersey to declare certain lands here­ 
tofore granted to railroad companies for­ 
feited, and restore them to the public do­ 
main, and open the same to settlers. 
Robeson stated that since he h?d introdu ted 
tha measure several bills had been intro­ 
duced 
and referred to the 
Committee 
on 
Pacific 
Railroad*. 
He 
had 
dis­ 
covered 
that 
he 
had 
not 
included 
all the railroads, though such had been his 
intention. 
He therefore withdrew the reso­ 
lution and introduced in lieu a resolution 
which applied to all railroads except the P a­ 
cific railroads, in rel sti »u to which bills had 
already been introduced. 
After some debate the resolution was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on J udiciary. 
The House went into Committee of the 
W hole {Brown of Indiana in the chair) on the 
pnhlic calendar. 
_ 
Tne bill was called to establish a home for 
indigent soldiers and sailors.^ 
A fter considerable discussion the commit­ 
tee, without action, rose, and the annual post 
route bill was reported and passed. 
Adjourned. 
T he C hinese Im m igration B ill. 
W ashington, 
January 
31st. — When 
Senator Miller last week gave notice that 
he would ask the Senate to take up the
